Sir: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Adju- 
tant General for the year ending December 31st, 1892, as fol- 
lows: 

The National Guard of Arizona consists of nine com- 
panies, comprising the First Infantry Regiment, with an aggre- 
gate of 364 officers and enlisted men. 

During the past year Company H, located at Yuma, un- 
derwent a complete reorganization; Company A, at Prescott, 
and Company C, at Flagstaff were disbanded. Two new com- 
panies were mustered into service. Company K, at St. Johns, 
and Company A, at Globe, the former having received its arms 
and equipments and is striving with zeal towards proficiency in 
military knowledge. 

Special attention is called to that portion of the Adjutant 
General’s Report for 1891, relating to the difficulties under 
which the rapidly increasing business of this office is transacted 
through lack of funds to defray the necessary expenses. The 
duties of the office require a great deal of time and careful at- 
tention, and the cash outlay necessary to a proper discharge 
thereof should be borne by the territory. The Inspector detail- 
ed by the War Department to inspect the National Guard, recom- 
mends that the duties of Inspector General be added to those of 
the Adjutant General, and that a proper compensation be al- 
lowed in addition to the necessary traveling and office expenses. 
'This recommendation is emphasized by the opportunity there- 
by accorded the Adjutant General to obtain a more intímate 
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personal knowledge of the actual condition and, needs of the 
various commands. - 

Provisions should likewise be made for one or more annual 
encampments, the benefits of which will readily suggest them- 
selves to every person having any knowledge of military affairs, 

Many states and territories have provided for a militia 
representation at the World’s Columbian Exposition, and it is 
hoped that Arizona will display an equally progressive spirit. 

Capt. E. J. McClernand, 2d U. S. Cavalry, was detailed by 
the War Department to make the annual inspection of the 
National Guard of Arizona, and as hecompleted his duties late 
in December his report isnecessarily omitted, not having yet 
reached this office. 

In target practice the several companies are displaying 
commendable proficiency, and, under the special instructions of 
Captain H. F. Robinson, Inspector of Small Arms Practice, they 


.have received such encouragement as to inspire them with re- 


newed zeal. 

As at present organized, the National Guard of Arizona 
will compare in every respect with equal numbers of state troops 
not under pay and constant discipline. There is a feeling of 
responsibility among them, that some emergency may arise for 
active service, and they are earnestly fitting themselves to meet 
every military requirement. They are just getting upon a sub- 
stantial footing, and if properly encouraged they will soon be- 
come a strong and ever ready organization to protect home in- ` 
terests against internal strife or invasion from abroad.

In the place of pages, 88, 89, 90, 91 and 92 of Rice's Range Mannal, 
adopted in G. O. No. B, Series of 1891, the following will govern: 
RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING RIFLE PRACTICE. 

1. Blunts “Firing Regulations for Small Arms" and Rice's “Range 
Manual” are adopted for the guidance of the National Guard of Arizona 
in Rifle Praotice. as modified by these regulations and General Orders. 

2. The Rifle Practice year ends October 81st. 


ALLOWANCE OF AMMUNITION, 


8. There being no Territorial appropriation for ammunition, and the 
amount received from the general government varies, no per capita allow- 
ance can be made from headquarters; but company commanders will 
make such allowances from the amount issued to lis company as he shall 
deem expedient; adding to this an additional amount for the reloading 
of the shells. y 

Those desiring to have more practice than their allowance will give, 
may purchase ammunition, and any scorer made by using such ammnni- 
pon may be counted, provided made under regular rules governing Rifle 

ractice, : 

4. In making the issue of ammunition, company commanders will re- 
sérve not less than ten ronnds per man for use in case the company is 
called into servics.

SKIRMISH FIRING. 


4. The skirmish firing will be conducted as follows: The men will 
deployed between the five hundred and six hundred yard firing points, 
and a “BY” target assigned to each man. They will be advanced at quick 
time up to or near the 100 yard firing point. and then returned to the 
starting point. Advancing, five halts will be made, one halt between 
each firing point, and one shot fired ateach halt. Retiring the same rules 
will govern. During the skirmish firing markers will not locate nor gig- 
nal hits or misses under any ciroumstances, nor will they be permitted 
at any time to know who is firing at their target. 

The manoeuvering wil! be as follows: At the command or signal “ror- 
warp MARCH,” the line will advance, until the signal "SKTRMISHERS, 
HALT,” which will be ruuzpraATELY followed by “commence FIRING,” 
when the sights wil) be adjusted to the estimated distance, the rifle loaded 
and the position for firing will be assumed. No sbot will be fired until 
alter the last note of “commence FIRING,” nor after the last note of 
“orase FIRING,” whioh will be sounded THIRTY SEOONDS after “com- 
MENGE FIRING.” After the "orase FIRING,” the line will immediately 
advance as before until the succeeding halt 14 signaled. When near the 
100-yard point the signal “ro raz REAR, MARCH,” will be given, when 
the manoenvering to the rear and the firing will be conducted as on the 
advance. 


SCORES. 


8. A-core at either of the known distances, unless rales or these reg- 
ulations provide otherwise, always end with the fifth (5) shot. A score at 
unknown distances, or skirmishing; consists of ten (10) shois, making a 
possible fifty. «4 


The marker should take particular pains to place the RExAcr CENTER of- 


the marking disc over the point struck by the ball. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


9. The clanssification of the National Guard will be as follows; 

Third Olass.—All who do not aualify in a higher class. 

Second Class.--Those who have practiced onthe range and failed to 
qualify to a higher class will be classed as second class. Also those who 
have been thoroughly instracted in preliminary practice, but not shot on 
the range. 

First Clase, —Those who haye practiced at 100, 200 and 300 yards and 
made an aggregate of 30 points of the possible 76 will be classed ns first 
clase. 

Riflemen.—Soldiers who make 45 points out of the possible 75 at 100, 
200 and 300 yards will be classed us riflemen, but may still shoot at 500 
yards and make the skirmish ran. Firat-class men may in addition prac- 
tice at the 500 yard range and make a skirmish run, when 75 out of this 
possible 150 also qualifies a rifleman. — 

Marksman.—aA riflemán may practice at the 600 yards when 110 out of 
the possible 175 quahfies a marksman. 

Expert.—A marksman may now shoot at 800 yards and 150 out of the 
200 possible qualifies an expert. — M . 

Sharpshooter.—An expert may, in addition, practice at 1.000 yards, and 
when of this poasible 225 points 100 are made, i$ qualifles a sharpshooter.

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If an officer or soldier fails during the first season toqualify as a sharp- 
shooter, he will repeat the same course the next season, until be qualities 
as a abarpshooter. 

Having once qua'ified in any class, the qualification is never lost except 
to gain a higher one.

INSIGNIA. 


10. The first class mav may wear a pair of bronze buttons on his collar. 
Each rifleman, marksman, expett aud sharpshooter 1s entitled to a 
bronze medal. ~ 

Each marksman, a medal with a marksman bar of bronze attached. 

Each expert, a medal with one marksman bar and one expert bar of 
Silver attached. = 

Each sharpshooter, amedal, and one marksman, one expert and one 
shurpshooter bar of gold attached. 

One decoration only can be worn m each clasa.! 

No soldier can win n sharpshooter bar and compete for the army 
sharpshooter cross in the same year. -~ ' 


DISTINGUISHED SHARPSHOOTER. 


' 11. The practice and qualification for distinguished marksman and 
distinguished sharpshooter will be as in the regular army, as eet forth 1n 
"Small Arms Firing Regulations” m the marksman’s and sharpehooter’s 
classes, subsequent to the second season’s practice. 


oe _ PRACTICE. -- 


12. It is recommended that men be allowed to go on the range in amall 
aquads whenever they can spare the time, ander the charge of some offi- 
cer or non-commissioned officer, who will be responsible that the range is 
properly used, and all shooting properly reported. 

Target practice being a portion of the daty of the soldier he will not 
appear on the range for shooting without his uniform. THIS BULE 18

 18., Only thoroughly competent men will be selected for scorers, who 

will cnn T note the markings, and only score what they see marked. 

s Scores will be kept on the regular score sheets issued for that purpose, 

Mun must be used for the members of one company and one distance 
only. 

Scores will be kept with ink or indelible pencil, and must be certified 
to by the scorer. Any objection to the scoring of à shot must be made 
before another shot is fired, and any alteration to the score must be at- 
tested by the officerin charge of the firing point. 

14. The interest in rifle practice reports, classifications ‘and badges đe- 

____ pends upon their being honestly made and won, and the evidence of the 
facts should always be accessible. Commanders will carefully preserve 
all original score sheeta, file them away fastened together in the order of 
their date, the oldest firat, those of the same date, the shortest distance 
first, and those at known distances before skirmish firing. No report of 
firing will be made except as is based on soore sheets thus placed on file

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and ready at any time to be produced, These score sheets will be pre- 
served at least two years for reference. 


REPORTS. 


15. The company reports of Small Arms Practice will be made on the 
blanks furnished by this office. " 

* This report must include the name of every member of the company on 
October 5th of the current year, whether he has practiced rifle shooting 
or not. A separate reportis to be made out for any field officer, staff 
officer or members of the non-commissioned staff shooting with the com- 
pany. 

The soldier's names should be entered in the order of their merit, as 
determined by their aggregate individual record score for the current 
year, the highest first and the classification won in former years entered 
in the proper column. 

16. In filling the column “Highest class attained in former years,” the 
company commander should examine the records or retained copy of the 
company report of the previous year's practice, and opposite the individ- 
ual's name enter the figures or capital letters, 3 denoting third class; 2, 
second clasa; 1, first class; R., nfleman; M., marksman; E., expert; S, 
sharpshooter; D. M., distinguished marksman; D S, distinguished 
sharpshooter, as the one or the other of these classes may be the highest 
to which the soldier shall have attained in any former year. ' 


17. Under the head "New Badges Won the Current Year,” in the col- 
umn marked “First Olase,” make the figure 1 opposite all who have qual- 
ified as first class men during the onrrent year, and who have uever qual- 
ified in this class in any former year. Full the other columns, R.,M., E., 
8., D. M., and D. S.,in the same manner, with the 1 wherever a new 

ualitleation has been made. This will show what new medals the sol- 

ier should receive for the current year. These columns added up, will 
show the number of medals of each kind to be isaued to the company for 
the current year, and they will be forwarded to the company commanders 
accordingly. 

18. Add up all the record scores of the company and divide the sum by 
the aggregate membership of the company, whether practicing or nob, 
and carry out to decimal points. The quotient will show the average or 
figure of merit of the company. Enter these figures in the proper place 
in the report. 

19, The column marked “Final classification” should be filled, opposite 
each and every soldier’s name, with the figures or letters, denuting the 
highest class to which the soldier has attained in the current or any 
former year, which will be the class to which he belongs at the end of 
the current rifle practice year, October 16th. 

After the “Final Classification" is filled, count up the numbers remain- 
ing in each class, and enter the result in the line showing the “Number 
Remain ing in Bach Olsss st the end of the Practice for the Ourrent 

ason, ` 

20. If no one in the company has practiced at all during the current 
year, the compsny commander will nevertheless, enter the names. of all 
members of the company on the blanks the same as in other cases, and 
fill thé coJumu “Highest Clase Attained in Former Years," also the col 
umn entitled “Final Olassification.” and the lme showing the number 
remaining in each olasa, ao that the regimental reporta may be made up 
showing fully the present classification of all the men in the regiment. 

21. Copies of ull reports should be kept, and the original sent promptly

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forward in order that the reports may be consolidated in time to find a 
place in the Adjutant General's Annual Report. 

22. Company commanders will forward their reports to the Inspector 
of Small arms Praotio» not later than October 25th. 


_ IN GENERAL. 


23. Company commanders will be held responsible for the instruction 
of the members of their reapective commands in the moat practical and 
effective use of the rifle under the conditions likely to arise in actual 
Bervice. 

Commanders will publish such necessary rules and regulations govern- 
ing the firing on the ranges which they control, as may seem to them 
necessary to secure the safety of the soldiers themselves, as well as of cit- 
izens and property, and furnish a copy of such rules to the officer or non- 
commissioned officer in charge of firing parties, and charge him that he 
will be held strictly responsible [cr their observance, as well as the ob- 
gervance of all other rules and precautions necessary to safety. He will 
strictly charge him that human life may depend upon the care and intel- 
ligence with which the rifle is used. Noone should ever be allowed to 
fire op a National Guard rifle range except from the firing points eatab- 
lished or from lines established for the advance and retreat of skirmish- 
era, . 

24. Commanders should imprees on the mind of every man that it is bis 
duty to become as good a shot as possible; that the failure of one man in 
a company cats down the average of that company in just that proportion. 
That “Shooting to hit" is the objective point of the military art. All other 
atadies and drills are for the purpoee of placing a soldier in a position to 
do this effectaally." This seems to be forgotten by the majority of the 
National Guard, who seem to think that the objective point 1s to execute 
the manna! of arms well, and to make & fine appearance on drill This 
should be corrected. p > 

25. The first eleven sections of Rice's Range Manual should be noted 
by every member of the Guard who desires to become a good shot, and 
for the reasons enumerated therein each one should possess a copy. 
Copies may be ordered through this office.

_ Bmw: I have the honor to submit the following report of an a cal 
tion of the militia of Arizona, made 1n compliance with Special Orders, 
No. 165, series 1892, from the Headquarters of the Army, supplemented 
by instructions from your office dated July 17, 1892. 

Agreeably to your directions, I firat reported by letter to the governor, 
after which it was decided the inspection should commence at Flagstaff, 
December 7. 

Organization—The Military Code of the Territory prescribes that the 
organized militia, styled the “National Guard of Arizona," sball consist of 
ten companies, either infantry, cavalry, or artillery, as the coommander-in- 
chief shall deem expedient. All companies are at present organized as 
infantry, and constitute one regiment of three battalions. . 

The governor, as commander-in-chief, has a staff composed as follows: 
One adjutant-general, who is ex-officio quarter-master and commissary- 
general and chief of ordinance; one surgeon-general; and one judge-advo- 
cate-general, each with the rank of colonel; and four aides-de-camp, each 
with the rank of lieutenant-colonel of cavalry. 

The regiment has one colonel, one lieutentant-oolonel, three majors, 
and a commissioned staff consisting of one surgeon with the rank of major, 
one assistant surgeon with the rank of captain, one adjutant, one quarter- 
master, one commissary, and one chaplain, each with the rank of first 
lieutenant. The position of chaplain is vacant. ! 

The code is somewhat indefinite with reference to the commissioned 
staff of the battalions, but custom bas given to each one adjutant, one 
quartermaster, and one commiseary, each with the rank of first lieutenant. 

A company consists of one captain, one first and one second lieutenant, 
one first sergeant, one quartermaster sergeant, four sergeants, six corpor- 
als, and from twenty to sixty-six privates. : 

The different organizations are quite evenly distributed throughout the 
Territory, as follows: 

Col. J. H. Martin commands the regiment, with headquarters at ‘Tucson. 

The First Battalion, at present without & major, consists of Companies 
O, I, and K, and is located in the northern part of the Territory. 

Second Battalion, Companies A, B, E, and H, Maj. R Allyn Lewis com- 
mandiug, with headquarters at Phoenix. 

Third Battalion, Companies D, F, and G, Maj. J. A. Black command- 
ing, with headquarters at Tucson. = : 

Arms and equipmentse—The troops are armed with the Springfield rifle, 
caliber 45, model 1884 and are provided with black leather waiat-belts, 
McKeever cartridge-boxes, and metal bayonet-scabbards. Notwithstand- 
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ing the necessity for canteens on a march in Arizona can not be overesti- 
mated, only three companies have them. Haversacks should be supplied 
as soon as the small appropriation will permit. A few officers have not 
provided themselves with the regulation sword. Most of the non-commis- 
sioned ataif officers and all the musicians are properly armed. 
Camp equipage—There are neither tents nor cooking utensils. The 
adjutant-genera! intends to get both as soon as the funds on hand will 
rmit. 
pe Uniform—There is no full dress, and the necessity for euch is remote. 
The undress uniform is idevical with that worn by the U. B. infantry. 
Several companies have leggings and white helmets, and it 1s thought all 
should be supplied with them. None of the troops have overovata; these 
should be furnished, commencing 1n the northern part of the Terntory. 
White gloves nre worn at all drills, but the uniform white collar is not 
prescnbed. The oollar can be had at a small price, and its general use 
at drills and ceremonies would add greatly to the nppearance of the com- 
anies. 
Tnstruction—The instruction given during the past year has been con- 
fined mainly to the schools of the soldier, and of the company in close’ or- 
der, and to target practice, which is conductedsnccording to Rice’s “Small- 
Arms Practice for the National Guard.” While the degree of proficiency 
acquired ın target practice is not great, itis only fairto state it was com- 
menced last summer, and it is gratifying to note that a substantial start 
has been made. Irecommended last year that when taken up it shonld 
be conducted in accordance with the circular from the War Department, 
May 12, 1891, but the National Guard authorities believed Rice’s Manual 
to be better ndapted to their needs. i 
Guard duty—This important subject has received no attention what- 

ever, if-we except several lectures given 1n Company F, and I repeat my 
recommendation of last year that udjutant-general of the Territory fur- 
nish each company with several copies of the Manual of Guard Duty as 
prescnbed for the U. S. Army, and require that instruction be given there- 
in. t 

i Disciptine—The discipline throughout the guard, as indicated by be- 

havior, observation of military coartesies, promptness aud obedience to 
orders, is generally good, excepting the very frequent non-attendance at 
drills for which no good reason can be offered. Thisis a serious matter 
and deserves, and must receive, the earnest attention of all officers or the 
organization will be ramed. The practice of imposing fines for absence 
should b¢ discontinued, or they should be collected, which 1s now seldom 
done. It behooves the senior officera to correct this evil without delay, 
and teach the men that in joining the National Guard they tak. upon 

—themselves certain moral obligations to strive to become efficient guards- 
men, and as one means to this end it 1s recommended that the Miltary 
Code of Arizona be rend to ench man on entering the service, and upon 
the expiration of every succeeding six months thereafter. The fact that 
the code makes the U, S. Army Regulations the basis for discipline should 
not be overlooked. 

. Discharges— The code prescribes that an enlisted man may be dis- 
charged the service by thecommander-in-chief in one of either five ways, 
and yet men are frequently heard speaking of resigning, and I believe the 
practice of captains granting discharges on their own responsibility, with- 
out an order from the headquarters of the guard, is quite pisaa h Men 
frequently sever their connection with the guard without receiving a dis- 
charge; this in the United States service, either regular or volunteer, 
would constitute desertion, and as all members upon entering take an 
vath to “obey all laws and regulations for the goveroment of the Arizona 
militia,” ıt follows that such self-imposed absence is either the result of 
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ignorance or is most reprehensible. It is not my intention, or desire, to 
be unnecessarily severe in my oriticism, for I appreciate the many difficul- 
ties with which the members of the National Guard have to contend, but 
theimportunce of this subject, and that of attendance ab drills, is of such 
vital moment that the case can not be stated too strongly. 

Records—The records in the a. jutant-general’s office are well and 
systematically kept, although not in exact accordance with the U. S. 
Army Regulations. The same remarks will apply to those at regimental 
headquarters; here, however, new books are to be opened with the new 

ear, and will be made to conform to the requirements of the Regulations. 
e First Battalion has no headquarter organization at present. The reo. 
ords at the headquartersof the Second and Third Battalions are well kept, 
especially those of the Second. The Soa pany records are not generally 
kept with sufficient care; those of Company are the best. The older 
companies are supplied with a “letters-sent,” a “letters received,” and an 
"order" book, and I presume the new companies will be. To these should 
be added a property book of uniform design. 

Returns—Each company commander submits an annual return of the 
public property for which he is responsible. Itis believed these officers 
would keep better informed as to what they have, as well as to what they 
need, if the return was submitted quarterly. It has not been customary 
to exchange invoices and receipts when a company commander turns over 
his property to his successor, or for the one relieved to render a returno to 
close his responsibility, and I suggest that the adjutant-general cal] the 
attention of all the officers to the regulations bearing upon this subject. 
A monthly report of drills, and the attendance thereat, wbich | has been 
rendered to regimental headquarters, is falling into disuse; itia d good reg- 
ulation and should be enforced. 

Appearance and atrength of Companies at inspection—Companies A 
and K have been but recently enrolled, and at the time of inspection were 
not uniformed or equipped. 

Company B paraded buf two officers and eleven 'enlisted men, al- 
though located in Phenix, one of the largest towns in the Territory. Tho 
drill was unsatisfactory; the general appearance of the arms, uniforms, 
and equipments waa very fair, 

Company O: This company lost ita arma in a fire nearly two years ago. 
The officers and enlisted men have practically ceased to oonsider them- 
selves as members of the guard. This condition of affairs is very demor- 
uring. end I repeat my recommendation of last year that the company be 

n " 

Mee D: Present at inspection two officers and nineteen enlisted 
are drill, fair; general appearance of arms, uniforms, and equipments 
satisfactory. 

Company E: Present atinspection three officers and sixteen enlisted 
men; drill, very fair; general appearance of arms, uniforms, and eqnip- 
ments satisfactory. : : : 

Company F: Present at inspection two officers and eight enlisted 
men. The absence of the captain, who was ill, accounted in a great mea- 
sure, I was told, for the large number of absentees. Because of the small 
number present company movements were not attempted; the manual was 
poor; general appearance of the arms, uniforms, and equipments very fair. 

mpany G: This company was about rg inp its officers, and be- 
caure o this and temporary illnees on my part, the order to inspect it was 
revoked. i 
Company H: Present at inspection three officers and twenty enlisted 
men; drill, very fair; general appearance of arms, and uniforms, and eqnip- 
ments very fair. : " : 
Company I: Present nt inspection three officers and sixteen enlisted 
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men; drill; bad; general appearance of arms, uniforms, and equipmenta 
fair. ; 
- General remarks and recommendations—Many officers and men are 
greatly interested in the success of the guard, and the materiel is gener- 
ally excellent, but candor vompels the statement that, in my opinion at 
least, the organization has not improved during the past year. This is due 
undoubtedly in a great measure to the many changes which have taken 
lace in the membership, especially among the officers, and to the intro- 
action of the new tactics, The mihtia of Arizona is scattered over a large 
area, and it is difficult for such a force to familiarize itself quickly with a 
new drill system. 


While the guard has rather retrograded in drill, it is PME M 
pt. HT. 


ready stated, to note the advance made in target practice, and Ca 
Robinson, inspector of emall-arms practice, is entitled to much credit for 
the zeal with which he has taken hold of this instruction. I recommend 
that he decide upon a fixed amount of ammunition to be erpended by 
each man, so that the adjutant-general may set aside a certain sum year- 
ly to meet the necessary expenses, and that material for reloading cart- 
ridges be provided. . 

It is recommended that schools be instituted for officere and non-com- 
misaioned officers in tbe Drill Regulations, Manual of Guard Duty, and 
in auch parte of the U. S. Army Regulations as refer to discipline, corres- 
pondence, and the company returns. When practicable theee schools 
should be superintended by a field officer. : 

A small appropriation is very necessary for printing blanks to be used 
in rendering the prescribed returns. FO 

The setting-up drill should receive more attention in every company. 

The duties of the adjutant-general are so numerous ‘and important 
that the position should, in my judgment, carry with it a liberal salary, 
while the tenure of office should not be Jess than three or four years. Ai 
present there 18 no salary, and I know that the demands upon the time of 
the present incumbent are onerous, and that such was the case with his 
predecessor. With frequent changes in the office it is impossible for any 
man to properly institute a well-conceived policy. _ 

It is very important that some steps be taken, without delay, looking 
toward an annual encampment, and rifle competition. 

To the governor, Col. George W. Brown, adjutant-general, and all 
members of the guard with whom I came in contact, I return thanks for 
kindness and courtesy. Respectfally submitted.

Sır:—Herewith attached pon wil! find in tabulated form the Aunual 
Report of target practice for the target year of 1892. : 

Although the average of the entire regiment is only 18.49 still when 
it is taken into consideration that this is the firet year that the guard has 
had target shooting, and that the general orders under which the shoot- 
ivg has been done was not issued until the 25th of July, and the target 
year closed on the 15th of October the surprise ehould be not how small 
the average was, but how large it was under the circumstances. | 

Out of a regimental aggregate of 284 reported fifty have qualified as 
a firet class man or higher, which means that they shot at the three minor 
ranges nt least. Company G of 43 men did not shoot at all thus leaving 
191 men of whom 104 shot on the range, and thisleaves but 87 who did 
not appear on the range at all, if any of the company tarned ont. 

This speaks well for the regiment at large, and from the reports al- 
ready in since the close of the 1892 season I have every reason to believe 
that there will be a great increase in interest and in proficiency. 

The basis upon which the records are kept, and scores made is the 
same that is in use in Illinols and several other States and was originated

The qualifications of the regular army are not applicable to the Na- 
tional Guard for several reasons; principally the want of time for prac- 
tice, and the lack of ammunition. . 

In the regulars, a soldier beginning his target practice must take 
what is termed the “recruit practice” of fifteen shots at each range up to 
one hundred Yarde, and this is to be followed by additional practice as it 
is oalled of a like amount. Until he completes this (vide Sec. 216 Small 
Arms Firing Regulations) he cannot commence his record practice. This 
recruit practice ocoupies one year, and the additional may oocupy another 
thus causing a man to wait one and perhaps two years before he can do 
any shooting for records and medals. j 

As the average term of service in the National Guard does not much 
exceed two years, it is patent that before he arrives at the point of record 
making he 1s out. " 

“Even the most generous and patriotic of men are encouraged when 

^ they see the results of their unselfish efforts marked in some distinctive 
way. Itis proof to themselves if nothing else that they are making pro- 
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gress” As target work in the National Guard unless that of the regulars 
is mainly voluntary it is absolutely necessary to give some encourgement 
trom thestart. Knowing that from the first shot he fires he is working 
for honors, which begin to come with completing moderately fair records 
at the minor ranges with additional honors and medals as he increases 
his efficiency, his interest is aroused and competition is started and Boon 
the result 1s seon in the increased proficiency of the individual as a 
marksman and a soldier. It is possible in what may be termed his "ro- 
eruit" practise to earn, in order, the medals of Ist class man, rifleman, 
marksman, expert and sharpshooter, this may take his first and perhaps 
his second year. He has now expended about tho amonnt of ammunition 
that is used in the regular army in "preliminary practice; but instead 
er having made no records for the work, his medals proclaim him a good 
shot. 

From this point on, for additional work, the qualifications and mnrk- 
jogs are those of the regular army for marksman and sharpshooter, termed 
however under National Guard Rules, “distinguished marksman” and 
“distinguished sharpshooter.” The medals granted for this will have ex- 
actly the same meaning, (being granted under the same rules and condi- 
tions) and the same vaine as those granted to soldiera of the regulararmy. 

The following are the qualifications for each range for rifle shooting: 

First-class—Practice at 100, 200 and 300 yards 30 out of 75. 

Riflemnn—100, 200, 360 and 500 yards and skirmish, 80 out of 160, or 
100, 200 and 800 yarda, 45 out of 75. 

Marksman—100, 200, 800, 500 and 600 yards and skirmish 195 out of

Expert—100, 200, 300, 500, 600 and 800 yards and skirmish 150 out of 


Sharpshooter—100, 200, 300, 500, 600, 800 and 1000 yards and skir- 
mish 180 out of 225. í 

Distinguished Marksman—200, 300, 500 and 600 yards and skirmish, 
360 out of 600. ! 

Distinguished sharpshooter— 200, 300, 000, 600 and 800 yards and skir- 
mish, 500 out of 700. 

The decorations for shooting adopted in accordance with the above 
makings and qualifications are very handsome though inexpensive, and 
are only furnished by the manufacturers to such States and Territories 
as adopt the above system of markings, so that they will mean the same 
wherever used. They are as follows: 

First-olasa man—A pair of bronze buttons for the collar. 

^ Rifleman—-A canncn bronze badge with the arms of the Territory 
thereon. 

Marksman—The rifleman badge with n bar of bronze added below. 

- Piperine decoration for Marksman with an expert bar of silver 
added. 

Bharpshooter— "Ehe decoration for Expert with a Sharpshooter bar of 
gold added. 

Distinguished Marksmnn—A silver medal to be added to the Sharp- 
shooter decoration. 

Distinguished Sharpshooter—A cross of silver pendant by a red, 
white and blue ribbon from a silver bar. 

Although there has been no appropriation for the purchase of these 
medals still it was very desirable to have them, and to that end I re- 
qnested the various companies to co-operate with this office in the pur- 
chase thereof, and in response have had a femittance from such of the 
companies as have earned medals to cover the cost of the same. 

have therefore ordered such decorations as this report shows to have 
been earned, nnd upon their receipt willimmedintely forward to each com- 
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pany commander such number of each kind as shall be called for together 
with a certificate for each successful contestant showing that he hss hon- 
eatly won and 18 entitled to wear the decoration of his class. 

It will be suggested to each commander that these medals should be 
presented to the winners in as public a manner as possible, inviting the 
Public to be present ut the event. This will not only be an additional 
gratification to the recipients of the honors, but will awaken outside in- 
terest in the guard. 

In issuing Circular No. 1, embodied in General Orders No. 12, Series 
of 1892, by an error in this office the classification for carbine shooting 
was put ia the place of that for nfle shooting, thus allowing qualification 
with a less ecore than should be. As this was not discovered however, 
until too late to change it before the Annual Reports were due, it will be 
allowed to stand for this year’s work, and a new orders for the 1893 year 
will be issued correcting this. 

Blank forms haye been printed or purchased, and as ueeded have 
been forwarded to the various companies, and a new supply will be sent 
out for the coming year in a few days. 


PERSONAL INSPECTION. 

T regret exovedingly that is has bean impossible, on account of the 
great distances between posts, and the lack of transportation, to make a 
personal inspection of the companies, their ranges and their work. I have 
requested from each company commander a description of range ete., and 
from this and such other information at hand I am enabled to make a re- 
po Company B —This range lies immediately east of the city, at the end 
of the street car hine and is easy of access. They have an eight hundred 
yard range, cleared and ataked off. There is only one target, a swinging 
one, a modifivation of the Wingate Target, placed before a butt con- 
structed of timver filled with earth, and protected further by several rows 
of baled hay in front. 

Company O sends no report. Know nothing of range. 

Company D.—This range is used 1n common by Companies D and F. 
It hes about two miles west of the town. and can only be used up to three 
hundred yards. They are preparing a 1000 yard range nearer the city 
which zn be more accessible, 'They maké no report of the kind of tar- 
get used. 

Company E no report. I understand that the range is just at the 
edge of the town, and i8 a fairly good one. . 

Company E.—See report of range of Company D. 

Company C.—No shooting done in this company during the past year. 
No rango as I understand it. 

Captain Ingalls reports:—"The range used was that known as the 
U. S. Quartermaster’s in this place. A target in simple frame was used 
without bulkhead, the same as used by regular troops when stationed 
here, and is ample in every way as to distance, topography and retire- 
men 

Company I.—Range 16 mile east of town on level ground. Shooting 
north. No report about target or butt, 

“Shooting to hit ia the objective point of the Military art. All other 
studies and drills are for the purpose of placing the soldier 1n a position 
to do this effectually.” To learn to shoot, target practice is necessary, 
and it should be made compulsory on each member of the guard to shoot 
on the range at least once in each season. 

I would respectfully recommend that the Legislature of this Territo- 
ry be requested to make a small appropriation for the purpose of build- 
ing or improving the target ranges, and also for a sum to purchase am- 
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munition, for the amount allotted to this Territory by the General Gov- 
ernment is insufficient. Would also suggest that armory practice am- 
munition be issued to the troope. 

I desire to make special mention of the work of Company I, Capt. 
George Hochderffer. He writes me that all the practice of the past year 
has been done at the expense of the individual members of the company, 
as ut the last allotment of ammunition for some reason the company fail- 
ed to receive asupply. They had one thousand rounds on hands, but of 
this seven hundred rounds was stolen from the armory, and never recov- 
ered. The other three hundred rounds were reserved in case the compa- 
ny should be crdered out. This left them with nothing to shoot with; 
but in spite of that they made the best record in the regiment by nearly 
sıx per cent, and report only five men not shooting. This is a record they 
may well be pround of. 

There is a movement under way for a target contest between a team 
from Companies B and E this winter, that will arouse much interest in 
target mattars no doubt. It is to be hoped that other matches may be nr- 
ranged in the near fattre. 

Although tbis year’s report does not show the high average for the 
members of the National Guard of Arizona, that may be shown by some 
of the older states, still the result is, all things taken into consideration, 
very grutifying.
